The district tax rate of $1.65 per

ment fund of school employees will 
remain the same, along with the 
city tax of 35 cents per $100 assess- 
ed valuation, 

The new budget increased 
the community service from $12,900 
to $17,875 this year. The increase 
is due to the swimming pool, which 
ill“be opetted to children and 
adults starting next month. 

The new budget provides for two 
additional teachers at Marin School 
and.one additional teacher at Cor- 
nell School. The latter will start the 
spring term when the new unit at 
Cornell is completed, Lockhart said. 

The capital outlay in the new 
budget was reduced from $55,138 
22,000 this year. Con- 
money was needed last 
year for the buying of property, 
equipment and furnishings. This 
year the expense will be confined 
mostly to furnishings.
